a. Tot the Proaegutiop * The accused, was a civilian guard at 
Yo&ogawa Prisoner of War Camp, Osaka. Honshu, Japan, between 1 January 
1943 Mid 30 April 1945 (Exs. 9,10,14,16,17,18,37,29,32,34,38,39,48).

As to Specification 1* During the period between 1 February 1943 
and December 1943 the guards at the Yodogawa Gamp discovered that some pri¬ 
soners had been selling their shoes in order to obtain food. Accused and 
others forced all of the prisoners to remove their clothing and kneel for 
a number of hours in the camp courtyard during cold weather. This means 
of punishment was employed to force the guilty cnee to confess. Chief 
Petty Officer Virgil Z. Byrd, an American prisoner of war, made a confes¬ 
sion that he had traded hie shoes. However, there is evidence that Byrd 
was not guilty of the infraction of the rules, but confessed to end the 
mass punishment that was bslng administered to all of the prisoners. Ac¬ 
cused and other guards beat Byrd about the face, head and shoulders with 
heavy slippers with leather heels, flets and belts. When he was knocked 
to the ground they kicked him in the stomach and on other parts of the 
body. When he became unconscious water was thrown over him to revive him 
and the heating was continued. This was repeated a number of times. Af¬ 
ter this beating he was tied by a rope which bound his hands behind him 
and passed up over a roof beam. The rope was then gradually tightened so 
that he was forced to stand on his tiptoes in order to ease the pain in 
his arma and shoulders caused by this stretching. He was kept in this 
position throughout the night (Sxs. 1-12, 14-22, 33-66, 68). 

As to Specificstloa 3 * In the early part of 1943, one of the 
prisoners came late to roll call. When accused demanded an explanation 
the prisoner informed him that he was forced to break ranks because ho 
had diarrhea. Captain Olsen, the American duty officer, was ordered by 
accused to strike the prisoner. Captain Olsen explained that American 
Army Officers do not striker enlisted men, whereupon accused informed 
him that unless he complied he, the accused, would punish tbs prisoner. 
Accused then struck the enlisted man several times and knocked him over 
a table. He asked the captain if he still refused to punish him or de¬ 
sired to have him continue. The enlisted men who were present advised 
the Captain to comply and, after giving it much thought, he struck the 
man very lightly. Accused than struck the prisoner a "terrific blow* 1 
in the face and told Captain Olsen that that wee the manner in which 
he desired him te strike him. The man who was receiving the beating 
implored the Captain to hit him hard, "to get it over with", and Capt¬ 
ain Olsen reluctantly complied with his request (Bara. 24 , 25). 

°a 16 April 1943 the guards at the camp 
were conducting a search for foodstuff that had been stolen. Corporal 
Bobert J. Travers, an American prisoner, had a handful of salt in his 
belonging* which had been given to him by a Japanese civilian on a work 
detail. Accused charged Travers with having stolen salt and sugar from 
the kitchen and would not listen to his explanation of how he received 
the salt. He than struck Travers in the face with hie hands, using Ms

pala« and fiats and knocked bis down at least twelve tinea, khan ha was on tbe 
gtouai accused kicked hi a in the stomach and when he arose he struck his in the 
fac# again, finally he threw Travers to the ground about fire tines by naans 
•f Jujitsu. The shows mentioned treatsent lasted for about forty-fire minutes 
(fin. 3d). 


4*.ta.§gtBMto*fi9ft & l Between April aad November, 1943, Clifford *. 
Seifert, an American prisoner, ms caught stealing vegetables from neighboring 
gardens. 3s was placed in confinenent for about two month*. During this tiae 
accused and another guard beat hi* on the face and body with their fists and 
sledge banner handles. The beatings were administered about two tines dally 
and each beating was fro* about twenty to thirty minutes duration (Bxs. 3?,88). 


As..to Snecif 1 cation 6» Sergeant Joseph Wallace Black was an Aoeri- 
ean internee at the eanp. In Kay 1943 aoeaeed tied hie hands behind his back, 
put a rope around his waist and tied his to a b&ab oo ladder la such a manner 
that his tees barely touched the ground. He was forced to remain in this po¬ 
sition of suspension for thirteen hours. Black, in his affidavit, states 
that this punlshnent was adainistsrsd for no reason of which he had any know¬ 
ledge (Ess. 29, 30). (End of Page 4) 


As to Specification 7i In June 1943 it was alleged by accused that 
Sergeant Black was not working. Although Black was sitting down at the tine 
it was during a rest period. Accused struck him over the temple with an oak 
sword stick, which rendered him unconscious for about ten *1nates. As a re¬ 
sult, Black lost the eight of his right eye, which condition remained until 
the end of the war, because no nodical treatment was given to him (Kx. 39). 


As to Specification it Someone stole a ncee kit full of rice from 
one of the Japanese civilians who worked In a factory near the camp. Accused 
took fifteen suspected prisoners of war and inserted a dirty rope down their 
throats which caused them tc vomit, in order to determine who the guilty per¬ 
son was. This incident occurred either in June 1943 or In the soring of 1944 
(Ext. 31, 82). 


Aa-to Specification 9> In July 1943 Storekeeper Second Class Richard 
Allen Beam and five others were on the "sick list" and were playing poker, us¬ 
ing cigarettes as chips. This was contrary to the camp rules. They were tak¬ 
en outside by accused and others, who bsat the* with their fists. When they 
were knocked to the ground they were kicked, after which some of them were 
pulled to their feet and knocked down repeatedly (lx. 32). 

As to Sp oolflection 1CU Lieutenant Colonel John J. Martin, an Ameri¬ 
can prisons* at tbs camp, ms suffering from having had several toes of hie 
left foot amputated. On 1 Hovember 1943, although it was against the rules, 
he was lying down during ths day. Aoeused entered the room, ordered the 
Lieutenant Colonel to stand up and struck him about six times in the face. 

These blows, delivered with ths heel of the accused's hand, would have knock¬ 
ed him to the fleer had he not been wedged between a table and ths wall (Sx. 33). 


AfcJft During the month of January 1944, accused 

and others beat private Osoar K. Sldal, an American prisoner Interned at the 
Mop, over a period of fifteen days with their fists and with sledge hammer 
handles, Ths beatings vers adainistsrsd about two times daily and lasted 
for about twenty or thirty minutes saeh (Ex. 34). 


4aJa. 3to&UlflEilaaLia« Oa* day bstwsen 16 April 1944 end 26 August 
1944 ths prlsonsrs vers taking exerelss. Accused did not like the manner in 
which private Francis 3. Qabeor, an internes, was participating. Hs forced 
him to chin himself for about twenty minutes. He ms beaten by accused with 
a four-foot bamboo pole during this exercise, and whenever he became exhaust¬ 
ed and fell to the ground as well (Ext. 35,36,87,68). 
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MJi..aBMaXiMUfiftJL2* In Sepi^cer 1944 accused and another guard 
attempted to discover who 1 mA stelca wh bean a. They placed Sergeant Belmean, 
an American prisoner of war, with hi* hack to a ladder and Ms Mada Mai bo- 
hind the ladder. Tho ladder was acred eleeer towards the building, upon which 
it we leaning, aad this progressively palled his hand* oat of their sockets. 
9ariac the two hours in which this treatment was administered Heiaaan beeaas 
unconscious several tines. Seaman Second Class Willies 3pizslro was given 
the ease trsataent at the sane tias (Sr. 36). 

4Ua. .5JI64fcUf.Ua M 1 On or about 35 January 1945, Corporal Harry 
aaith, an inter*## at the caap, failed to salute a guard by the name of Adaohi, 
?ha guard beat Smith with hie fists, knocked hi* down and kicked hin wMle he 
wae lying on the ground. This lasted for about fifteen minutes, during which 
tine accused Joined in the beating, "apparently just for the sports of it". 
Svidence show* that Smith coaid not be binned for his failure to salute be¬ 
cause accused mas standing in the kitchen at the time aad Smith's bank was 
to the doer (lx. 38).

AUa Specification 15i In February 1945 private Lewis E, Williams 
toek some coke into the kitchen and one of the Japanese gave his friend. Corp¬ 
oral Clarence S* Orance, a rice ball. As they or.ae out of the kitchen accused 
charged then with having stolen it, aad beat them with his fists for about 
five minutes, fills beating bruised their faces and out their lips (Ex* 39). 

As to Spe cification 16 1 In January or February 1945 the prisoners 
were being given physical exercise when accused grabbed private Albert P. 
Seayick out of the formation and began to beat him. He pushed him to the 
ground, kicked him, picked hin up and repeated this process a number of 
times, having no regard as to where the blow would land on him—on Me bo¬ 
dy or face, this abase lasted for about twenty-five minutes during which 
tine his not# was broken. Haymiok was without fault and was participating 
In the exercise as well as the ether prisoners (Hx. 40). 

4a.^L.gB»aUifflfcll9ft,.17l „ „°h the night of 13 February 1943, at a 
roll call of prisoners accused and another guard called Sergeant Melvin H* 
Hamlin out of the ranks. They accused him of having reported them to the - 
caap commander for actions contrary to camp regulations. They forced him 
to stand at attention end took turns beating him about the face with their 
fists, each striking him at laaet fifteen times. This resulted in Hamlin's 
fees becoming blade and blue and bearing numerous cuts which did not heal 
for about e week (lx. 41, 57). 

AaagjXl&llfiBjJM A 9 ril 1945, Corporal sari Deal corner¬ 
ed Lieutenant Ianoaetor and tried to kill him with his bare hande. Corporal 
Seal was b&tea for this by a Japanese guard. Whenever Lancaster caught the 
men playing carte, or thought 111 of any of them he had a guard heat the pri¬ 
soners involved. Practically all of the offlcere end enlisted men had re¬ 
ceived beatings because of Lancaster. Private First Class Oran J. Childs 
told Lieutenant Lancaster "what he thought of his* for the beating of Deal 
aad the next day, without any provocation, he was taken by accused and beat¬ 
en over the heed end shoulders with e sledge hammer handle. Re was knocked 
dawn fifteen times end each time accused poured water op his, forced him to 
stand again and continued the beatings. His head was cut in several places 
(Ex. 5). 


4AX9.,8M9in«Uaaaa« Between 1 January 1943 and 30 April 1946 
the accused individually *1»treated American prisoners, and participated in 
the abuses dealt them by the guards in general. Such things as forcing the 
prisoner# to kneel in the cold, naked, with bamboo poles behind ttieir knees, 
beating them into unconsciousness art copiously alleged in the statements of 
the former prisoners. La one instance accused beat prisoners until they 
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wr* uaconscleu*, revived ths* by threw In* water on them, forcing them to 
atand at attention for Iwsaty fear hoar* sad boat thoa when they 6aria tad 
£*ea thia position. Thor* ara svideaoes of failure to faad a prisoner ado* 

while la the foard boast sad boating sen whan, because of sal* 
nutrition, they could hardly stand. Aeeneed hast one prisoner, whom ha 
dlalllead, an assy occasions with Ms hand, a club, a pols, a rlflt, ar 
whatever we* handy at tha tlaa (Sxe. 5, 6, 9, 11, 13, 30, 32, 28, 34, 43), 

*" Ztt lit PtfttH* The dafanaa called, at its first witness, 21 ji 
Ito who, upon bain* sworn, taatiflad that ha was tha paymaster at tha caap 
from Sovsabsr 1942 until Hay 1946. In May 1943 ha wet told that prisoners 
h#d beta sailing shoes to ths company employees, for this the prisoners 
ware node to renews their clothing and ait in front of tha b&th house for 
about thirty minutes. It mi about 1600 and tha weather was warn, A pri¬ 
soner named Ssnls was suspected. The witness and ths accused each struck 
Seals with their hands ths next day. The witness struck bin three tines 
but did not recall how naay tines the accused struck him (B 28-41). 

(2nd of Page 6) 

Fukusaburo Maebi took tha stand and testified that ha was esrploy- 
ed as a elwlllsa at the caap and was In oharge of prlsonars between April 
1943 and Kay 1946. He did not rtatuber Saafart or Bdal. As to Snith, one 
day ha sailed to Smith for wearing hie hat turned upwards and a scuffle be¬ 
tween tha two ensued la vhleh ths witness* watch was broken. Accused cans 
up after thia wae owar but did not strike Snith. The witness wne tha only 
one who struck Ssalln. He heard about tha selling of shoes but did not 
hear of anyone being punished for this. He did not remember Childs being 
beaten. Accused did not strike Haalin, hovswer, he struck a prisoners, 
Somber 144, for urinating on aoae fire sand because he was too lasy to go 
to the latrine. Ths tinea accused struck prisoners he used his clenched 
fiat and open hand. He helped accused tie two prisoners to a ladder so 
they would not osoape. They were left in this position only for five or 
ten alnntee and were not tied tightly (B 42-62). 

Accused elected to toetify in hie own behalf and, having been 
sworn, statsd that ha was snploysd as a civilian at the cerap from Decem¬ 
ber 1942 to April 1945. He admitted striking Ennis on the cheek with his 
open ha nd. Be did not reaeaher tha incident concerning Captain Olsen, in 
Specification 3. Hor did ho rsasabsr scything concerning tha allegations 
in Specifieation 5 and 6. He admitted tying a prisoner called "Negro" to 
a ladder until he confessed where he had hidden sobs stolen rice. Be was 
tied la such a position as not to hart bin. He denied the allegations in 
Specifications 7 to 12. At to Specification 13, the only one he tied to 
a ladder wae "Begro" as stated above. He denied striking Smith as alleg¬ 
ed in Specification 14 and denied the allegations in Specification 16 and 
16. He merely cautioned Bsalin and did not boot him as charged in Speci¬ 
fication 17. He did not remember Child* and did not recall the incident 
as set forth la Specification 18. Accused remembered striking Ennis with 
his open hand but oould not rsoall striking Byrd. He did not know of an 
ineident where a prisoner wae tied up all night with a rope over the raft¬ 
er (H 63*81). 

The testimony of Doctor Shlgekl Kobayashi had to do only with 
matter upon which accused, was found not guilty and is not considered in 
this review. 

4. Oalnloq i 

Ths record is legally sufficient to sustain the findings and sen¬ 
tence of ths eoaaleelea. The coamlssion was constituted by proper authority 
end had Jurisdiction of the aeeuaed and of ths offenses. This prosecution 
introduced evidence by sworn and unsworn statement* of prisoners who had 
been interned in the caap sad who were la a position to know the facts of 
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th® matter in issue. From *uch testimony the guil t of tha accused was wall 
established. 

Th « accused admitted slapping a prisoner, sad this was substantiat- 
ad by the defen as* a own witness. “There was a rigorous denial of the other 
offenses alleged under the charge and specifications. Ho waver, the commis- 
eion, in evaluating and weighing the evidence placed before it* found in 
favor of the prosecution on the charge and all but Specification S, 

Tha dafanaa objected to the introduction* in evident® of ex parte 
statements and affidavits and was properly overruled. It ie natural for 
American counsel to object to thie fora of evidence. However* one oust 
remember that in our war crises ceaniealen we are not trying American 
eitisen*. Our citiaans are tried in our courts by rules of evidence that 
are peculiar to the desires and daaands of our own people* Our system Is 
but one of saay esployed by other nations of the world. We American* like 
the Jury eyetea. Sosa other nations, notably Japan, do not favor it* Car- 
tain rules of our evidence are in direct conflict with those of other coun¬ 
tries. when one considers the many systems esployed throughout the world 
which peoples have created to arrive at Justice, it ie not logical to con¬ 
clude that, unless an accused is tried by the rule* followed in our country, 
ha will not receive a fair trial. Furthermore, our commissions have Juris¬ 
diction to try war criminals who have committed crimes, not only against 
American prisoners of war bnt also against prisoners of our Allied nations. 
Oader th* International scope of their Jurisdiction and, in come Instances, 
the varied nationalities of the members of the commissions, bind them by 
one rules of evidence would be unfair and illogical. Especially does a 
Japanese accused receive a fair trial when tried by the rul.es of our com¬ 
mission, when they are contracted with the rules of th* Japanese Judicial 
system* Xn Japan oouaael can do very little for his client during trial. 

An accused ie forced to stand facing the court to be Interrogated by it. 

In practice, following this his counsel may only ask supplemental questions. 
The Japanese rules do not afford him the protection that our rules do, para¬ 
graph Sd (1) (e) SOAP Regulations Governing the Trials of Accused war Crimi¬ 
nals, 6 December 1946, is legal and in accordance with established practice 
in Military Coanlsslons trials. Application of Yamashita 66 S, Ct. 340} Sx 
parte Quirin 31? U.S. 1, 63 S. Ct. 2} Phirraan, The Law of Martial Rule, P. 
216, 21?. 


The defense objected to conclusions, opinions and hearsay evidence 
that appear in the written statements introduced as exhibits and was proper¬ 
ly overruled. Paragraph Sd (1) Regulations Governing the Trials of Accused 
War Criminals states) "The commission eball admit such evidence ae in its 
opinion would be of assistance in proving or disproving the charge, or such 
ae in the commission's opinion would have probative value in the mind of a 
reasonable man". It appears from the findings of the commission that the 
medical opinions and hearsay to which the defense objected were not consi¬ 
dered, because the commission did not find the accused guilty of the speci¬ 
fication, sad a part of another specification, which this evidence was in¬ 
tended to prove. 

The defence objection to the admission in evidence of an unsigned 
statement was properly sustained. The SCA? rules are broad* but not broad 
enough to admit a statement not identified with the Individual making it. 

A careful scrutiny of the entire record fails to reveal any error 
which injuriously affected the substantial rights of the accused or any 
failure to accord him a fair trial in every respect. He was ably defend¬ 
ed by counsel, produced evidence and witnesses in his own behalf and chose 
to testify himself. The evidence produced supports th* findings* There 
Is no evidence that the aeeussd was not sane at th# tie* the alleged acts 
'-■are committed and at the time of trial.

There are no lot tors of cleacccgr fro® any esaber of the 
oeasiiseion or fro® otherc.
